WILSON  BECOMES  NEW  SUPERINTENDENT

Today , October  21,  is 
the  first  day  school  is  in 
session  under  the 

observation  of  a  team  of 
fourteen  educators  from 
various  public  and  private 
institutions.  These 

individuals .representing 
the  New  England  Association 
of  Secondary  Schools  and 
Colleges  are  here  at  Boston 
Latin  in  order  to  evaluate 
the  academic  program, 
facilities,  and 

extracurricular  activities, 
in  light  of  the  BLS 
Philosophy  and  Objectives 
(see  the  April  issue  of  the 
ARGO). 

At  the  end  of  their 
visit  (Oct. 20  -  23), they 

will  compile  a  report  to 
commend  strong  points  and 
valid  endeavors  of  the 
Latin  School  as  well  as  to 
suggest  helpful  comments 
concerning  school 

facilities  and  programs. 

Each  member  of  the 
faculty  has  spent  over  a 
year  in  the  writing  a 
self-evaluation  of  all 
aspects  of  the  school. 
Faculty,  students,  and 

parents  were  involved  in 
the  process. 

In  these  self- 

evaluations,  the  faculty  has 
studied  themselves  as  well 
as  extra-curricular 

activities  and  facilities. 
Those  areas  that  run 
smoothly  and  work  well 


along  with  those  which  need 
improvements  and/or 

revision  are  mentioned  and 
duly  stressed. 

Subjects  that  are  sure 
to  be  under  close  scrutiny 
are  those  of  facilities  and 
progmmatic  impact.  The  head 
master , Mr .Contompasis, 
feels  the  limitations  of 
space  are  a  major  problem. 
Overcrowding  of  classes  is 
a  common  complaint  by 
many. Physical  Education  and 
library  facilities  need  to 
be  doubled  in 

size. Also, more  space  is 
necessary  for  both  student 
and  teacher  study  areas. 
The  art,  music,  and  science 
departments  lack 

constructive  participation 
facilities  for  further 
particular  student  growth. 

The  last  accreditation 
of  B.L.S  was  conducted  in 
1975.  At  that  time,  it  was 
accredited  for  the  maximum 
ten  years.  Now,  1985, 
accreditors  are  here  once 
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On  October  1,1985, La tin 
School  was  not  only  the 
site  for  math  tests,  German 
quizzes  and  Greek  exams, 
but  also  the  site  for  the 
First  Day  of  Issue  Ceremony 
for  the  Public  Education 
stamp.

Laval  S.  Wilson,  the 
first  black  to  tackle  the 
task  of  reforming  the 
Boston  Public  Schools,  will 
face  many  challenges.  We 
will  soon  find  out  whether 
he  has  the  ability  and  the 
perseverence  to  do  the  job. 
These  questions  won't  be 
answered  until  he  gets  to 
work,  but  one  thing  Mr. 
Wilson  does  have  is 
experience . 

Formerly  the  school 
superintendent  of  the 
Rochester  School  System  in 
New  York,  Wilson  not  only 
raised  student  test  scores 
and  cut  suspensions  and 
absenteism,  but  he  also 
reorganized  and 

computerized  a  bloated, 
ineffective  central  office 
and  cut  eight  million 
doolars  in  the  process. 

It  has  been  said  that 
Mr.  Wilson  is  a 

hard-working,  straight-talk 
ing  man,  but  can  he  use 
these  talents  through  the 
muddled  swamps  of  the 
Boston  Public  Schools,  with 
its  racial  unbalance  in 
certain  schools,  inadequate 
facilities  and  staff 
incompetence? 

Recently  speaking  of 
Mr.  Wilson's  thirteen 
member  school  committee, 
Robert  Spillane,  the  former 
scool  superintendent  of 
Boston,  said  it  would  be 
difficult  for  Mr.  Wilson  to 
deal  with  this  large  a 
group,  since  it  may  be

Boston  and  William  F. 
Bolger,  former  Postmaster 
General. 

Having  the  ceremony  at 
Latin  School  was  indeed  an 
honor  for  the 

administration,  faculty  and 
students  of  BLS.  The 
issuing  of  the  stamp  in 
honor  of  public  education 
was  indeed  a  greater  honor.

harder  for  them  to  come  to 
an  agreement.  Spillane  does 
have  some  good  points,  but 
Wilson  seems  ready  to 
handle  the  job! 

One  of  the  major 
problems  that  Wilson  will 
have  to  face  is  the 
learning  deficiency  in  many 
of  the  public  schools. 
Deflating  S.A.T.  scores  and 
lowered  city-wide  test 
scores  are  clear  signs  that 
a  change  has  to  occur  in 
the  school  system.  The 
reason  for  this  problem  is 
staff  incompetence.  Many 
teachers  are  given  jobs  for 
which  they  are  not 
qualified.  The  end  product 
is  a  student  who  feels 
cheated  out  of  his 
education . 

If  Wilson  does  plan  on 
getting  the  job  done,  he 

first  has  to  forget  about 
his  past  accomplishments 
and  tackle  the  new  teacher 
per  f or mance-e  va luat ion 
tests,  a  more  rigid 

curriculum  and  stiffer 

disciplinary  rules. 

Another  problem  is  the 
classroom  surroundings, 
broken  chairs,  graffiti 
covered  walls  and 

inadequate  book  supplies 
are  a  few  of  the  high 

hurdles  hindering  Wilson. 

In  a  recent  article, 
Spillane  said  the  Boston 
School  System  is  only 

half-way  there.  He  felt 
Wilson  would  have  to  put  a 
lot  more  energy  into  the 
system's  management  rather

without  being  forced  to 
chose  from  those  books 
which  few  students  show 
interest  in.

What  Do  Colleges  Want  ?

As  the  school  year 
begins,  a  whole  new  class 
of  students  finds  itself 
faced  with  the  task  of 
applying  to  colleges.  For 
many  this  is  a  confusing 
and  exhausting  time,  but  it 
is  possibly  the  most 
crucial  time  of  one's  high 
school  career.  How  can  you 
be  sure  that  the  college 
you  want  to  attend  wants 
you?  What  do  colleges  look 
for  when  they  evaluate 
applicants? 

For  years  the  S.A.T. 
(Scholastic  Aptitude  Test) 
was  the  single  most 
important  factor  in  the 
admissions  process. 

Recently,  however,  more  and 
more  schools  have  been 
questioning  the  reliability 
of  this  exam  as  an  accurate 
indicator  of  the  particular 
student's  academic 

capabilities.  Many  have 

been  de-emphasizing  the 
importance  of  the  S.A.T. 
scores.  Some,  such  as 
Bowdoin  College  and  Bates 
College  in  Maine,  have 
disregarded  S.A.T.  scores 
completely.  Instead,  they 
look  to  achievement  tests 
for  a  more  truthful 
representation  of  the 
student's  performance.  Even 
Illustrious  Harvard 


University  is  condidering 
dropping  the  S.A.T.  as  a 
requirement . 

Then  what  other 
criteria  do  colleges 
usually  view  as  more 
important  than  S.A.T. 
scores? 

Course  difficulty  is  a 
primary  consideration. 

Colleges  want  students  who 
are  not  afraid  to  take  on 
challenging  subjects  and  a 
heavy  work  load.  They  look 
for  good  grades  in  the  most 
exacting  courses.  Notice 
is  also  given  to  the 

competitivenss  of  the  high 
school . 

Colleges  want  students 
with  a  wide  variety  of 

interests  outside  the 
academic  curriculum. 

Involvement  in  any  clubs  is 
a  major  part  of  a  college 
application.  Developing  a 
special  talent  in  such 

areas  as  sports  or  music, 
for  example,  is  very 

advantageous.  Colleges 

know  that  a  person  with 
such  varied  interests  will 
be  a  great  asset  to  them. 

Finally,  other  factors 
such  as  recommendations 

from  teachers ,  admissions 
interviews,  and  a  good 

college  application  essay 
play  a  role  in  the 

admissions  process. 
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our  country  and  especially 
in  Boston  have  been 
characterized  as 
insufficient  at  best.  Now 
the  system  which  has  worked 
hard  and  is  still  working 
hard  to  raise  its  standards 
is  receiving  the 
recognition  it  deserves. 

Another  special  event 
which  took  place  as  part  of 
the  stamp  ceremony  was  the 
awarding  of  an  honorary 
diploma  to  Benjamin 
Franklin.

The  clock  ticked 
nervously  on  the  wall,  the 
witness  twisted  uncomfortably 
under  the  gaze  of  the  jury  as 
the  defense  attorney  paced 
across  the  courtroom  floor. 

No  this  is  not  a  scene  from 
Perry  Mason.  On  Thursday 
September  twenty-sixth  and 
Friday  October  fourth,  twenty 
seniors  from  Boston  Latin 
School  served  as  jurors  for 
Harvard  University  mock 
trials. 

In  order  to  give  its  law 
school  students  courtroom 
e  x  pe  rience ,  Har  var  d 

University  arranges  for  a 
courtroom,  a  judge,  and 
jurorg,  who  are  area  high 
school  students,  to 

participate  in  mock  trials. 
Professional  lawyers  from 
Boston  law  firms  help  pairs 
of  students  prepare  their 
arguements  for  either  a 
criminal  or  a  civil  case. 
The  jurors  listen  to  the 
evidence,  deliberate  on  what 
they  have  heard,  and  then 
come  up  with  a  verdict. 

The  most  important 
aspect  of  the  trial  is  not 
which  pair  of  law  students 
won,  but  what  points  and 
techniques  were  successful  in 
arguing  the  case.  After  a 
verdict  was  reached,  the 
jurors  were  asked  to  remain 
and  comment  on  what  they 
thought  was  effective  or 
confusing.  These  trials 
proved  to  be  a  learning 
experience  for  student  jurors 
and  student  lawyers  alike.

individuals  have  chosen  to 
spend  their  six  weeks  of 
"freedom"  attending  the 
Massachusetts  Advanced 

Studies  Program.  As  you 
gaze  around  the  room  from 
lunch  line  to  tables, 
littered  with  not  only 
cr  unpled  napkins  but  also 
texts  of  The  Iliad  and 
Statistics  and  What  is 
Called  Thinking.  The  faces 
you  see  represent  many 
different  nationalities,  as 
different  as  the  many 
courses  which  range  from 
Western  Literature  to 
Pascal.  The  variety  of 
clothing  reflects  not  only 
diversity  in  economic 
background  but  also 
personalty  and,  as  often  is 
the  case,  whatever  is  clean 
in  the  closet.  The  more 
self-conscious  are  attired 
in  their  Sunday  best  while 
others,  the  more  laid  back, 
prefer  the  baggy  Harvaard 
sweatshirt  and  tattered 
sneaker  look. 

Mixed  in  among  the 
young  people  are  teachers 
from  varioous  well 

respected  high  schools 
around  the  state  -  such  as 
Roxbury  Latin  and  Boston 
Latin  School,  where  SAT 
scores  soar  and  college 

acceptances  abound.  As 
with  the  students,  these 
educators  have  given  up 
their  free- time  not  only  to 
teach  the  basics,  but  to 
promote  intense  class 

discussions  which 

occasionally  become  heated 
arguments.  Here  at  lunch 
however,  the  conversations 
between  students  and 

teachers  span  not  from 

Agamemnon's  abilities  or 
Pascal's  triangle  but 
axe-murderers,  family 

squabbles  and  hockey  games. 
Laughter  rings  out  all 
around  and  all  enjoys 
themselves . 

Quite  a  contrast  to 

this  was  the  breakfast 


scene  which  took  place  at 
about  7:20.  The  smells  of 
spicy  sausage  and  sweet 

sticky  syrup  mixed  with  the 
clean  smell  of  Ivory  soap 
and  freshly  washed  hair,  as 
students  drifted  into  the 
breakfast  line.  Eyes 
half-shut,  leaning  on  their 
elbows,  voices  at  a 
whisper,  some  ate  their 

breakfast  as  if  in  a  trance 
while  others  scribbled  a 
few  closing  words  in  a 
writing  assignment  or 
desperately  tried  to 
interpret  "Ghandi's  Truth" 
for  their  Society  and  You 
class.  As  the  clock  struck 
7:45,  the  students  trudged 
toward  their  8:00  class  as 
if  heading  for  the  gas 
chamber . 

The  flip  side  of  this 
academic  life  is  a  busy 
social  atamosphere.  From 

1:30  to  4:30  teenagers 
drift  to  the  gym  area  where 
some  exercise  their  bodies 
by  pumping  iron  while 
others  exercise  their  vocal 
cords  in  chorus.  Leading 
these  activities  are  the 
twenty  or  so  program

This  scene  is 
almosts  identical  to  that 
of  12:45.  However,  there 
are,  among  the  trays  and 
forks,  no  books  in  sight. 
The  kids  eat  with  some 
apprehension,  thinking  of 
the  mountain  of  books 
waiting  to  be  opened  back 
at  the  dorm.  They  ponder 
how  they  will  ever  get  five 
hours  of  homework  done  in 
three  hours. 

Eleven  o'clock  brings 
the  hour  of  dread  for  those 
whose  work  is  not  finished 
and  who  must  beg  their 
intern  to  bend  the  "eleven 
o'clock  lights  out"  rule. 
The  shower  which  seemed  to 
flow  incessantly  from  six 
to  seven  a.m.  and  nine  to 
eleven  p.m.  is  now  empty. 
The  clock  radios,  which 
will  wake  up  these  students 
in  about  seven  hours, 
silent  and  the  phone  which 
reverberated  with  hellos 
from  mothers,  fathers  and 
boyfriends  or  girlfriends 
hangs  mute  on  the  wall. 

This  cycle,  like 

clockwork,  will  repeat 
itself  over  and  over,  day 
in  and  day  out,  rain  or 
shine,  for  six  weeks.  The 


students  here  aren't  sure 
why  they  came  but  now  they 
know  that  after  six  weeks 
they  will  have  formed 
lasting  friendships  and 
hopefully  returned  a  little 
brighter  to  their  regular 
schools,  some  having 
learned  the  Greek  alphabet, 
others  having  conquered  the 
computer.

Nancy  Reagan  wouldn't 
do  it  to  stop  the  fighting 
in  El  Salvador ,  and 
Margaret  Thatcher  wouldn't 
do  it  to  end  the  rioting  in 
Northern  Ierland,  but  the 
women  of  ancient  Athens  and 
Sparta  did  it  to  get  their 
husbands  off  the  battle 
field  and  back  into  the 
farm  fields.  By  now  you're 
wondering  just  what  this 
mysterious  "it"  is.  Well 
the  women  of  ancient 
Greece .(stupid  creatures 
that  they  were,) took  an 
oath  that  they  would 
abstain  from  sex  until  the 
war  was  over. 

The  story  of  the 
women's  plan,  and  the 
physical  and  emotional 
discomfort  it  causes  to 
their  husbands  is  the 
subject  of  the  play 
Lysistrata  by  Aristophanes. 
Taken  simply  at  face  value, 
this  hilarious  work  of 
literature  would  probably 
seem  more  at  home  in  an 
adult  book  store,  than  in 
the  local  public  library. 

The  absurdity  of  war, 
and  the  influence  of  women 
in  society  are  only  two  of 
the  points  that  the  author 
is  trying  to  bring  out. 
Looking  beyond  the  course 
and  often  crude  remarks 
made  by  the  characters,  the 
reader  gets  an  insight  into 
human  nature  and  the 
workings  of  society. 

Labeled  by  many 
teachers  as  "for  mature 
audiences  only",  Lysistrata 
is  not  often  read  at  the 
high  school  level.  Students 
miss  exposure  to  Greek 
comedy  and  the  style  of 
Aristophanes.  Lysistrata, 
if  seen  as  a  play  not  about 
sex  but  about  human  nature, 

makes  enjoyable,  worthwhile 
reading .

DEVELOPMENT 

FORUM 


We  have  all  seen  and  read  about  the  terrible  human  tragedy 
resulting  from  the  African  drought.  This  exposure  has  focused  the 
attention  of  Americans  on  the  larger  issues  confronting  the  deve¬ 
loping  world.  As  a  part  of  this  development  education  initiative. 

Peace  Corps  is  distributing  a  monthly  column  to  college  and  high 
school  newspapers  throughout  the  country  that  will  highlight  key 
development  organizations  and  their  work  in  particular  areas  of 
need . 

The  Program:  The  Peace  Corps,  now  in  its  third  decade,  continues  to  rely  on  the  dedi¬ 

cation  and  ccrmitment  of  Americans  of  all  ages  wfrio  volunteer  to  spend 
two  years  helping  the  people  of  developing  countries  to  meet  their  basic 
needs  for  health  care,  food,  shelter  and  education.  The  goals  of  the 
Peace  Corps  as  originally  set  by  Congress  remain  unchanged:  to  help 
prcmote  world  peace  and  friendship;  to  help  developing  countries  to  meet 
their  needs  for  skilled  men  and  women;  to  help  prcmote  mutual  understand¬ 
ing  between  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  those  of  developing 
nations . 


The  Volunteers:  There  are  now  about  5,400  Volunteers  and  trainees  in  60  nations  in  Latin 

America,  Africa,  Asia  and  the  Pacific.  They  offer  skills  in  a  wide 
variety  of  programs:  maternal  and  child  health,  family  nutrition,  fresh 
vrater  fisheries,  agriculture  extension,  teacher  training,  math  and 
science  education,  vocational  training,  small  business  consulting, 
public  administration,  natural  resource  development,  forestry,  conser¬ 
vation  and  energy.

An  applicant  must  be  a  U.S.  citizen  and  at  least  18  years  old.  There  is 
no  upper  age  limit,  and  last  year,  more  than  330  Volunteers  were  over 
50.  The  applicant  must  be  medically  qualified  and,  if  married,  serve 
with  his  or  her  spouse. 

Intensive  short-term  technical  training  enabled  Volunteers  with  general 
educational  backgrounds  to  serve  in  projects  overseas  such  as  health 
education,  vegetable  gardening  and  wells  construction .  All  Volunteers 
receive  language  and  cultural  training,  usually  in  the  country  where 
they  will  be  serving.  Strong  emphasis  is  placed  cn  learning  the  host 
country  language.  Cultured  studies  include  the  history,  customs  and  the 
social  and  political  systems  of  the  host  country. 

The  normal  tour  of  duty  is  24  months  following  three  months  of  training. 


Benefits:  Transportation  is  provided  to  training  sites  and  to  and  frcm  the  over¬ 

seas  assignment  as  well  as  for  heme  leave  in  the  event  of  family 
emergencies.  While  in  training  and  during  service,  the  Volunteer 
receives  a  monthly  allowance  for  rent,  food,  travel  and  all  medical 
needs.  A  readjustment  allowance  of  $175  a  month  is  set  aside,  payable 
on  completion  of  service.  A  $15,000  life  insurance  policy  is  optional, 
but  everyone  is  covered  by  the  Federal  Employees  Compensation  Act  in 
case  of  disabilities  incurred  in  training  or  during  service.

□  Obtain  the  appropriate  financial  aid 
forms  from  your  counselor  and  start  to 
fill  them  out.  Ask  for  the  College  Board’s 
Financial  Aid  Form  (faf),  the  American 
College  Testing  Program’s  Family  Finan¬ 
cial  Statement  (ffs),  and  any  other  forms 
you  need. 

□  Complete  the  first  draft  of  your  essay 
this  month  and  start  to  revise  it. 

□  November  1  to  15:  Most  colleges  us¬ 
ing  “early  decision”  admissions  require 
test  scores  and  applications  on  these 
dates.  There  are  two  types  of  policies. 
One  type  requires  the  student  to  with¬ 
draw  applications  from  all  other  colleges 
as  soon  as  he  or  she  is  accepted  by  the 
first-choice  college.  The  other  type  allows 
the  student  to  apply  only  to  the  first- 
choice  college,  unless  the  student  is 
rejected  by  that  college.  Students  must 
apply  by  November  15  and  are  notified 
by  colleges  by  December  15. 


□  Some  colleges  may  have  their  own 
financial  aid  application  forms.  Fill  them 
out  and  return  them  when  you  apply  for 
admission. 

□  Are  you  applying  for  special  tuition 
assistance  from  your  state?  Obtain  the 
application  deadline  from  the  counseling 
office. 

□  Fill  out  applications  for  early  decision, 
early  action,  or  rolling  admissions  candi¬ 
dacy. 

□  A  counselor  usually  sends  a  copy  of 
your  high  school  grades  to  colleges. 
Return  the  proper  forms  to  your  coun¬ 
selor  at  least  two  weeks  before  colleges 
require  them.

□  Your  family  should  complete  the  re¬ 
quired  financial  aid  application  forms  this 
month  and  mail  them  on,  but  not  before, 
January  1, 1986.  To  avoid  delay  or  rejec¬ 
tion,  be  sure  you  sign  the  form  and  pro¬ 
vide  your  Social  Security  number  and 
correct  income  information.

Freedom  of  the  press  is 
an  important  part  of  our 
life  and  contributes  a 
great  deal  of  knowledge  to 
our  e  ducat i on .

To  those  who  understand 
the  newspaper,  it  is  usu¬ 
ally  made  part  of  their 
lives.

In 
most  parts  of  the  world, 
free  newspapers  do  not 
exist.

Today's  popular  music, 
that  catalyst  which  propels 
us  to  get  up  and  dance,  can 
bring  more  fulfillment  to 
us  than  causing  fatigue. 
Music  can  help  people.  It 
makes  us  happy  when  we  are 
sad,  and  it  also  makes  us 
think  of  future  events  in 
life  such  as  nuclear  war .

American  pop  charts, 
recently  took  America  by 
surprise  with  its  catchy 
single,  "Take  On  Me. 
Accompanying  this  number 
one  smash  was  a  stylish, 
innovative  video  that 

helped  a-ha  capture  the 

attention  of  millions. 

Lead  singer  Morten 

Harket  carries  the  trio 
through  various  complicated 
arrangements  with  confi¬ 

dence.  He  is  in  complete 
control  of  every  inflection 
of  his  voice,  and  the  re¬ 
sults  are  very  appealing. 

a-ha  does  not  attempt 

to  reproduce  the  style  or 

the  sound  of  any  of  today ' s 
popular  artists;  instead, 
this  Norwegian  trio  relies 
on  distinctive  lyri 
supplied  by  guitarist 
Waaktaar ,  and  the  use  of 
many  varied  instruments, 
which  makes  for  quite  an 
interesting,  almost  eerie 
quality.

Sometimes  the  group 
slips  into  sentimental¬ 
izing;  but  such  momentary 
lapses  do  not  diminish  the 
unique  style  of  a-ha.  The 
vitality  and  ingenuity  of 
a-ha  is  best  heard  in  these 
cuts  off  of  its  debut 
album,  "Hunting  High  and 
Low,"  "Living  a  Boy's 
Adventure  Tale,  the  title 
track,  and,.,  of  course, 
"TakeOn  Me." 


Wonder  came  together  to 
form  "U.S.A  for  Africa, 
the  American.,  version  of 
"Band  Aid.  We  Are  The 
World,"  the  record  which 
brought  the  world  together 
for  one  fleeting  moment 
when  it  was  played  simul¬ 
taneously  on  radios  around 
the  world,  proved  to  be  the 
biggest  help  the  Ethiopians 
had  received. 

Starvation  in  Ethiopia 
has  not  been  totally 
annihilated,  but  it  has 
been  diminished  somewhat. 

But  now  a  new  problem 
has  arisen:  this  time  it  is 
in  South  Africa,  specific¬ 
ally  Johannesbur gh.  Hun¬ 
dreds  of  blacks  are  being 
killed  daily  by  whites  who 
are  imposing  the  apartheid 
rule  upon  them. 

Apartheid  is  a  rule 
established  by  P.W.  Botha, 
the  president  of  South  Af¬ 
rica,  where  approximately 
20  million  blacks  are 
denied  their  basic  rights 

M  about  4  million,  whitqs. 

acks  are  literally  being 
suppressed.  P.W.  Botha  has 
placed  a  chain  around  the 
necks  of  black  South  Afri¬ 
cans  to  such  an  extent  that 
any  of  them  caught  in  the 
street  after  1:00  a.m.  can 
be  imprisoned. 


rock  and  rollers  who  have 
banded  together  to  help  the 
South  Africans.  Steve  Van 
Zandt,  a  former  back  up 
singer  for  Bruce  Spring¬ 
steen  and  the  originator  of 
Artists  United  Against 
Apartheid,  thought  it  un¬ 
fair  that, while  hundreds  of 
blacks  were  being  slaugh¬ 
tered  everyday  there  was  a 
night  club.  Sun  City,  in 
South  Africa,  where  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars,  which 
could  benefit  the  blacks  in 
South  Africa,  are  being 
spent. 

So  as  somewhat  of  a 
protest  he,  along  with 
other  members  of  Spring¬ 
steen's  group,  Kiertis 
Blow,  Peter  Wolf ,  and  Bob 
Dillon,  used  Sun  City  as 
the  name  of  the  record 
against  the  apartheid  rule. 
The  chorus  of  the  song  is, 
"I  ain't  gonna  play  Sun 
City.  The  record  has  done 
some  good  for  the  blacks, 
but  the  real  solution  to 
this  problem  lies  within 
the  South  African 

government  itself. 

So,  music  is  not  only 
for  the  week-end  parties: 
it  is  also  a  means  of 
helping  those  in  need. 


violence  -the 
number  one 
attraction? 

Nearly  half  of  the  mov¬ 
ies  shown  today  contain 
some  form  of  violence. 
Violence  shown  on  tele¬ 
vision  is  very  limited,  but 
cinema  movies  are  a  differ¬ 
ent  story.  Many  of  today's 
top  selling  movies  are  the 
most  turbulent.  There  are 
four  forms  of  violence 
shown  in  movies: 

1.  Mild  Violence — This 
is  associated  with  televi¬ 
sion  .  Mild  violence  is  seen 
on  many  television  shows. 
Some  examples  of  this  are 
car  chases,  shoot-outs  with 
guns  conflicts  that  end  up 
in  fights,  petty  theft  etc. 

2.  Violence  —  this  is 
also  shown  on  television 
but  it  is  limited.  The 
contrast  between  television 
and  cinema  movies  is  the 
way  in  which  the  violence 
is  shown  to  the  audience. 
In  cinema  movies  the 
violence  becomes  detailed. 

3.  Graphic  violence  — 
Many  are  familiar  with  this 
grotesque  form  of  violence. 
Never  is  this  shown  on 
television,  but  in  cinema 
movies,  it  is  seen  quite 
often.  This  form  of  vio¬ 
lence  relates  to  murder. 
The  victim  is  stabbed  mul¬ 
tiple  times,  killed  in  an 
unfashionable  way,  etc. 
Some  top  movies  of  the  past 
contained  much  graphic 
violence,  e.g.  Scarface, 
Friday  the  13tn,  Halloween, 
etc. 

4.  Rape  —  This  is  rare¬ 
ly  seen  in  cinema  movies 
and  in  television  movies, 
only  because  the  audience 
doesn't  want  it,  because  of 
the  controversy  which  sur¬

rounds  it. 

Why  is  violence  a  major 
attraction  in  movies  today? 
That  qustion  has  been  asked 
numerous  times  and  movie 
critics  all  have  their  own 
answers.  In  my  opinion,  the 
audiences  want  to  see 
movies  that  are  fast  paced. 
They  want  to  see  that  a 
movie  keeps  going,  and 
violence  in  a  movie  keeps 
the  fast  pace. 

The  Terminator,  Com¬ 
mando,  Rambo  I  and  II  — 
all  the  movies  in  this 
particular  catagory  are 
violent  and  they  alvays 
keep  their  pace  fast; 
Nevertheless,  these  movies 
became  number  one  selllers. 
The  reason  why  they  were 
number  one  is  because  the 
movives  contained  "action", 
which  drew  large  audiences. 

Before  you  go  see  ano¬ 
ther  Commando,  Rambo,  or 
Chuck  Norris  film,  ask 
yourself  these  questions: 
1)  Why  are  you  going  to  see 
that  movie?  2)  what  are  you 
expecting  to  see? 

All  you  Rambos  and 
Commandos  try  drama  just 
once;  you  might  like  it  and 
it's  just  as  good.

group  Aerosmith  completed  a 
video.  It  was  shot  at  lo¬ 
cations  throughout  the  city 
and  at  the  Orpheum  Theater. 
The  song  was  "  Let  The 
Music  Play  from  thier  new 
album  Done  With  Mirrors  ." 
Many  people  think  that 
helping  to  make  a  music 
video  would  be  one  of  the 
most  exciting  things  to  do, 
but  actually  it  is  a  long 
and  tedious  job. 

In  a  concert  video  such 
as  this  one,  the  ushers 
must  make  sure  the  fans 
fill  up  the  front  rows 
before  moving  to  the  back 
so  the  audience  scenes  will 
be  as  crowded  as  possible. 
This  in  itself  is  quite  a 
task  and  can  take  more  than 
an  hour. 

After  everyone  was  fin¬ 
ally  seated,  and  after  a 
long  wait,  the  filming  was 
ready  to  begin.  A  ten  or 
fifteen  second  segment  of 
the  song  was  played  while 
one  section  of  the  audience

The  Renoir  Exhibit  is 
now  showing  at  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  until  Jan.  5. 
This  Boston  museum  is  the 
only  stop  for  this  famous 
exhibition  in  the  United 
States.  The  exhibit  is  a 
major  showing,  highlighting 
almost  one  hundred  years  of 
the  artist's  most  cele¬ 
brated  works. 

In  this  exhibit,  for  the 
first  time,  three  paintings 
on  the  theme  of  dancing 
couples  are  shown  together: 
the  Museum's  own  Dance  at 
Bougival" , "Dance  in  the 
City",  and  Dance  in  the 
Country.  '  The  last  two 
were  designed  as  a  pair  to 
show  a  comparison  between 
the  formal  posture  of  the 
city  dancers  and  the  in¬ 
formality  of  the  country 
dancers. 

A  wall  hung  with  these 
three  paintings  forms  an 
impressive  sight  indeed. 
Many  other  famous  paintings 
are  featured:  "The  Swing  , 
"Portrait  of  Madame  Char- 
pentier  and  Her  Child¬ 
ren",  and  "La  Grenouillere  . 

Tickets  are  bought 
beforehand.  Long  lines  are 
formed  just  to  buy  tickets, 
which  are  $6.25  for  adults 
and  $4.25  for  children  6-16 
and  senior  citizens.  AIS9, 
there  is  a  free  Renoir 
shuttle  from  Copley  Square 
to  the  Museum. 

Once  in  the  exhibit, 
progress  is  slow  as  visi¬ 
tors  from  all  over  examine 
each  painting  with  wonder, 
or  even  crticism.  Oh, 
those  strokes!  Those  won¬ 
derful  strokes!  is  heard 
over  and  over  while  one 
strolls  through  the  ex¬ 
hibit.  The  show  is  a  great 

opportunity  which  many  do 
not  have.  Don't  miss  it!

The  Renoir  exhibit  has 
a  freshness  and  simplicity 
to  it  that  is  appealing  ana 
delightful. 

It  is  as  if  it  has  been 
done  the  day  before.  Renoir 
seems  to  nave  a  love  for 
the  ordinary  things  in 
life:'  children  playing,  a 
woman  bathing,  or  a  couple 
dancing  in  a  folk  dance.  He 
makes  the  simple  things  in 
life  look  fabulous.  He  was 
the  artist  of  yesterday  and 
the  artist  of  today.  His 
work  is  eternal.

One  of  the  biggest 
artistic  events  to  come 
along  in  our  lifetime  is 
taking  place  at  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts. It  is  the 
exhibition  of  one  of  the 
most  popular  French  im¬ 
pressionists  ever,  Auguste 
Renoir. 

A  collection  of  ninety- 
seven  of  his  finest  works 
is  on  display  at  the  museum 
from  October  9,1985  through 
January  5,  1986. Boston  is 

the  only  place  in  the 
United  States  where  the 
exhibit  can  be  seen;  the 
other  two  stops  are  London 
and  Paris. 

In  order  to  appreciate 
this  once-in-a-lifetime 
event,  one  has  to  appreci¬ 
ate  the  works  of  Renoir. 
It  s  pretty  safe  to  say, 
however,  that  most  people 
our  age  have  never  even 
heard  of  Renoir. 

Renoir  was  born  in  the 
mid  1800 's  and  devoted  most 
of  his  life  to  painting .  He 
completed  about  three  thou¬ 
sand  paintings  during  his 
lifetime  on  subjects  rang¬ 
ing  from  still  lives  to 
portraits  to  figure  draw¬ 
ings.  Whatever  the  sub¬ 
jects,  they  are  always 
joyous  and  relaxed.  He  did 
most  of  his  work  in  Paris, 
and  he  sometimes  worked 
with  his  collea gue , Claude 
Monet,  perhaps  more 
familiar . 

Tickets  for  the  Renoir 
show  are  extremely 

difficult  to  get.  Lines 
extend  out  of  the  door 
every  day.  People  come  from 
all  over  to  see  the 
exhibit.  The  grandson  of 
the  king  of  Japan  has  been 
known  to  have  come  a  month 
ago.  One  is  given  half  an 


hour  within  the  time 
specified  on  the  ticket  to 
get  into  the  gallery. 

The  unfortunate  thing 
about  the  exhibit  is  the 
great  crowd  of  people. 
There  is  hardly  any  space 
to  move  freely,  and  if 
you  re  not  the  most 
enthusiastic  "art  -  goer  , 
you  may  find  yourself 
impatiently  stuck  behind 
someone  who  is  standing  in 
front  of  a  painting  of 
onions,  examining  it  with  a 
magnifying  glass  (This 
really  did  happen.) 

His  paintings,  in  my 
opinion,  are  not  all  that 
great.  The  ninety-seven 
paintings  cover  the  dif¬ 
ferent  aspects  of  his 
talents  -  from  his  inex¬ 
perienced  youth  to  the  more 
learned  years  of  his  later 
life.  Some  paintings, 
however,  stand  out  as 
extremely  beautiful. 

Whether  you'd  appre¬ 
ciate  it  now  or  not,  it's 
always  a  wise  idea  to 
attend  this  exhibit  if  you 
have  the  opportunity.  This 
will  probably  be  the  last 
chance  to  see  the  works  of 
this  renowned  artist. 
Imagine  experiencing  an 
event  that  only  those  very 
cultured  ones  in  London  and 
in  Paris  could!

A  BREAK  IN 


TRADITION 


The  Latin  vs.  English 
game.  The  powder  puff  foot¬ 
ball  game.  The  Valentine 
carnations.  The  Pep  Ral¬ 
ly.  These  are  some  of  the 
many  traditions  of  Boston 
Latin  School.  These  tradi¬ 
tions  are  a  part  of  our 
history — traditions  which 
we  wouldn't  like  to  see 
broken.  This  year  one  of 
our  traditions  is  in 
danger  of  being  broken,  a 
tradition  that  the  juniors 
have  been  looking  forward 
to  for  five  years. 

The  Simmons  side  of 
the  first  floor  at  BLS  has 
always  been,  for  longer 
than  any  of  us  can 
remember,  the  "senior  hall¬ 
way."  The  hallway  is  a 


symDOi  to  all  who  occupy 
it,  as  well  as  to  those 
who  aspire  to  it.  It  reans 
they  have  made  it  from  the 
sixie  hallway  on  the  third 
floor  to  here.  It  means 
that  this  is  their  final 
step.  It  symbolizes  their 
last  year  and  all  that 
comes  with  it:  the  senior 
prom,  college  applications 
and  acceptances...  diplo¬ 
mas  ...  graduation.  This 

year  that  tradition  was 
broken.  On  the  first  day 
of  school,  Mr.  Contomposis 
announced  to  all  juniors 
in  their  homerooms  that 
they  would  remain  in  the 
same  homeromm,  in  the  same 
hallway  for  two  years. 
Next  year,  the  would-be 


juniors  will  have  the 
senior  hallway. 

The  juniors  had  no 
prior  knowledge  of  this 
plan.  It  was  simply  de¬ 
cided  for  them.  Since 

then  the  juniors  have 
expressed  anger  at  the 

plan  and  indignation  that 
they  were  not  included  in 
the  decision-making  of  the 
plan,  and  sadness. .. sad¬ 
ness  at  the  breaking  of  a 
long-lived  tradition.  A 
petiton  was  circulated  to 
protest  the  plan,  but  had 
little  effect.  In  January 
an  opinion  poll  was  taken 
on  the  subject.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  students  ex¬ 
pressed  their  feelings  of 
injustice.  They  don't  like 


the  plan.  They've  waited 
for  the  senior  hallway  for 
five  years  and  they  feel 
that  to  have  it  snatched 
away  from  them  is  wrong. 
Some  students  wrote  that 
they  feel  like  they  are 
rejects,  being  held  back 
for  another  year. 

The  reason  given  for 
this  plan  by  the  adminis¬ 
tration  is  that  it  will 
enable  guidance  counsel¬ 
ors  and  homeroom  teachers 
to  get  to  know  the  stud¬ 
ents  better,  thereby  mak¬ 
ing  it  easier  to  help  them 
with  important  decisions 
concerning  college  and 
future  career  plans.  The

BUCKLE  UP

The  question  has  been 
often  asked  whether  the 
mandatory  seatbelt  law 
invades  the  privacy  of 
individuals.  Here  are  some 
thoughts  concerning  this 
issue. 

Thousands  of  people  are 
killed  every  year  because 
of  automobile  accidents. 
Thousands  more  are  in¬ 
jured.  In  one  study,  the 
results  show  while  wearing 
seat  belts,  the  people  who 
were  involved  in  accidents 
were  just  injured  or 
barely  scratched. 

People  who  have  been  in 
serious  automobile  acci¬ 
dents  and  who  have  sur¬ 
vived  often  report  that 
they  owe  their  lives  to 
seatbelts.  A  car  moving  at 
a  normal  speed  that  im¬ 
pacts  with  something  else 
is  liable  to  throw  a  per¬ 
son  through  the  wind¬ 
shield  . 

If  wearing  seatbelts  in 
a  car  is  an  invasion  of 
privacy,  then  what  about 
wearing  seatbelts  on  an 
airplane?  Is  that  an 
invasion  of  privacy  also? 
You  would  probably  say  no. 
But  more  people  are  killed 
in  car  accidents  than  in 
plane  crashes. 

And  if  all  this  still 
fails  to  knock  some  sense 
into  you,  you  might  re¬ 
member  that  this  is  the 
law,  punishable  by  fine  if 
broken.  Remember,  if  you 
are  sixteen  and  older,  you 
are  responsible  for  your 
own  fine.  So  if  you  are  a 
passenger,  be  sure  you 
buckle  up.  It's  the  law. 


Since  the  death  of 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr., 
Blacks  have  gained  suf- 
rage  and  have  made  ad¬ 
vances  in  the  fields  of 
media,  science,  education, 
and  sports. 

In  the  media,  espe¬ 
cially,  many  Blacks  are 
taking  positive  steps. 
Now,  instead  of  'being  the 
news,'  Blacks  like  Liz 
Walker,  Tanya  Hart,  and 
Lester  Strong  are  report¬ 
ing  the  news.  Doors  are 
now  opening  in  the  media 
for  minorities,  and  this 
field  is  becoming  quite 
competitive  for  Blacks. 

As  a  student  at  Boston 
Latin  School  I  have  seen 
some  wonderful  students 
make  their  marks  upon  this 
school.  Declaimers  like 
Soraya  Butler  and  Stepha¬ 
nie  Moody,  both  of  Class 
I,  runners  like  Kelvin 
Bogues  of  Class  II,  and 
artists  like  Julius  Babbit 
of  Class  II  should  be 
inspirations  for  those 


Today's  athletes  are  by 
far  the  best  paid  citizens 
of  our  society.  All  sports 
ranging  from  football  to 
golf  have  athletes  who 
make  incredibly  large  suns 
of  money.

are  struggling  here.  Moti¬ 
vation,  determination,  and 
perseverance  are  good  qua¬ 
lities  to  keep  in  one's 
side  pocket  while  in  this 
school.

Everything  takes  time; 
progress  is  never  made 
overnight.  Dr.  King's  ef¬ 
forts  took  time.  But  we're 
on  the  move.

I  .Just  as  people 
in  Ethiopia  had  been 
starving  for  a  long  time 
before  the  American  public 
became  fully  aware  of  it, 
so  the  Blacks  in  South 
Africa  had  long  been  under 
apartheid  rule.  The  cur¬ 
rent  leader,  P.W.  Botha, 
is  merely  continuing  the 
racist  system  of  govern¬ 
ment,  called  apartheid, 
which  had  been  established 
literally  hundreds  of 
years  ago.  In  the  1700' s, 
even  before  this  system 
was  called  apartheid,  the 
whites  had  ruled  the  coun¬ 
try  through  economic,  so¬ 
cial,  and  political  sup¬ 
pression  of  the  native 
blacks  even  since  they 
first  settled  there. 

Some  ways  to  help  the 
Blacks  of  South  Africa, 
besides  buying  the  9un 
City  album,  is  to  contrib¬ 
ute  time  or  money  to  anti¬ 
apartheid  campaigns.  One 
such  campaign  is  based  in 
Boston  on  Federal  Street.

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It’s  Pretty  Good 


After  Molly  Ringwald 
made  a  wish  and  blew  out 
the  candles,  it  was  time 
to  slip  into  something 
pink.  Pretty  in  Pink,  Ring¬ 
wald  's  latest  movie,  has 
her  facing  dilemmas  much 
the  same  as  in  her  break¬ 
through  movies,  Sixteen 
Candles. 

Molly  plays  Andie,  a 
bright  but  poor  teenager 
who  is  unique  in  many 
ways.  Decked  in  some 
pretty  "volcanic"  clothes, 
she  and  pal  Duckie, 
portrayed  by  Jon  Cryer, 
make  up  part  of  the  "out" 
crowd.  Andie  becomes 
smitten  with  Blaine, 
played  by  Andrew  McCarthy, 
a  "richie"  who  eventually 
(of  course)  falls  for  her 
too. 

What  ensues  is  the  rich 
girl- poor  boy  romance, 
filled  with  the  struggle 
of  each  to  understand  the 
other  and  to  fit  into  the 
other's  world.  This  sticky 
situation  isn 't  made  any 
easier  by  a  snobby  friend 
of  Blaine  who,  having  once 
been  rejected  by  Andie, 
complicates  natters  fur¬ 
ther. 

And  then  there's  poor 
Duckie.  Having  worshipped 
Andie  for  eight  years,  =he 

has  a  hard  time  dealing 
with  his  emotions.  He  has 
an  especially  difficult 
time  dealing  with  the  fact 
that  his  love  for  Andie  is 
unrequited . 


The  storyline  ot  Pre tt y 
in  Pink  is  trite  and  quite 
disappointing — not  common 
in  a  production  by  film¬ 
maker  John  Hughes,  who 
helped  to  redefine  teen 
films  with  such  hits  as 
Sixteen  Candles  and  The 
Breakfast  Club .  Despite 
this  failing  in  the  story¬ 
line,  the  film  is  still 
enjoyable,  thanks  to  an 
appealing  performance  by 
teen  movie  queen  Molly 
Ringwald. 

John  Cryer  as  the 
likeable  loser  produces 
comic  relief  and  also  some 
touching  moments.  Andrew 
McCarthy  (St.  Elmo ' s  Fire) 
however,  doesn't  sit  too 
pretty  as  rich  guy  Blaine. 
Although  McCarthy  tries  to 
make  the  most  of  this 

character,  he  is  not  very 
successful  in  his  attempt 
because  of  the  weak 
dialogue  he  is  given  by 

Hughes. 

A  supporting  cast  in¬ 

cluding  Harry  Dean  Hanton 
as  Andie's  supportive  dad 
and  Annie  Potts  as  her 
understanding,  but  slight¬ 
ly  demented  friend,  com¬ 
plements  Ringwald 's  charac¬ 
ter  well.

In  the  beginning  of  the 
season  Coach  Bennie  Myers 
told  the  BLS  girls  basket¬ 
ball  team  that  defense  and 
hard  work  win  games.  The 
results  of  that  advice  are 
now  history.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  founding  of 
the  girls  basketball  team, 
BLf>  has  won  the  Dual  Coun¬ 
ty  League  championship  and 
has  qualified  for  the 
state  tournament.  There 
are  many  reasons  for  the 
team's  success. 

The  skill  and  talent  on 
the  team  this  year  were 
awesome.  Averrill  Roberts 
averaged  over  20  points 
per  game;  Suzanne  Bavineau 
had  a  devastating  jump 
shot;  Tina  Fabiano  played 
fantastic  defense;  Devonna 
Williams  was  the  main 
rebounder,  always  hustling 
for  the  ball;  Faheema 
Ilyas  was  another  re  bound¬ 
er  and  the  team  leader. 
The  bench  also  had  great 
talent . 

Another  reason  for  the 
team's  success  was  coach 
Bennie  Myers.  He  stressed 
that  the  team  wasn't  going 
to  win  any  games  if  the 
right  attitude  wasn't  pre¬ 
sent.

Breaking  Loose

Remember  the  days  when 
the  Hulk  was  green?... 
when  a  hot  rod  was  a  car? 
...when  beefcake  was  food? 
Well,  all  that  has  certain¬ 
ly  changed. 

Now  the  Hulk  refers  to 
Hulk  Hogan,  the  world-wide 
champion  of  professional 
wrestling.  Hot  Rod  is  Row¬ 
dy  Roddy  Piper,  the  arro¬ 
gant  and  outspoken  star  of 
Piper's  Pit.  Brutus  Beef¬ 
cake  is  the  silent,  but 
deadly  second  half  of 
wrestling's  'Dream  Team.' 

These  are  only  three  of 
the  many  characters  in  the 
world  of  professional 
wrestling .  They ' re  zany — 
their  histories  are  even 
crazier  and  more  far¬ 
fetched  than  the  story- 
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And  so  I,  who  began  my  career  36  years  ago  as  a 
substitute  teacher,  and  who  was  once  a  substitute  best 
man,  because  the  groom's  original  choice  became  ill  at  a 
party  the  night  before  the  wedding,  and  a  substitute 
godfather  because  the  parents'  original  choice  showed  up 
at  the  wrong  church,  stand  before  you  as  a  substitute 
speaker  because  the  Headmaster's  original  choice  did  not 
respond  to  the  invitation  in  time  for  the  program  to  be 
printed. 

It  is  indeed  my  strong  conviction  that  the  choice  was 
really  made  by  Mr.  Vara  on  the  basis  that  I  was  the  only 

teacher  in  the  building  with  three  free  periods  this 

morning,  thus  requiring  the  least  coverage. 

And  yet  though  I  am  once  again  a  second  choice  at 
best,  I  am  truly  honored  and  grateful  to  be  asked  to 

address  you  today.  I  want  to  talk  to  you  not  only  as  the 

assistant  Floormaster,  first-floor-south,  not  only  as  a 
Department  Head  and  member  of  the  administration,  not  as 
an  alumnus,  like  wise  old  Nestor  of  sandy  Pylos,  telling 
stories  about  the  good  old  days  and  the  giants  of  the 
past,  and  not  as  a  Classicist,  but  as  one  of  your 
teachers,  as  a  representative  of  all  your  teachers,  and 
all  of  my  teachers  at  Latin  School,  members  of  what  I 
sincerely  believe  to  be  the  noblest  and  most  important  of 

all  professions.  Too  often  at  alumni  gatherings,  such  as 
those  that  were  held  last  year  in  celebration  of  the 
350th  anniversary  of  the  school,  we  graduates  tend  to 
talk  about  the  teachers  who  were  eccentric,  those  who 
intimidated  us  and  motivated  us  to  study  through  sheer 
fear  or  fright.  As  a  result,  countless  good  and  great 
teachers  who  enriched  our  lives  in  school  and  influenced 
our  lives  thereafter  by  their  skill  in  teaching,  their 
love  of  learning,  and  their  sincere  concern  for  our 
welfare  as  human  beings,  have  never  received  the  public 
honor  due  to  them. 

I  would  like,  therefore,  to  begin  by  spending  a  few 
minutes  today  in  paying  tribute  to  some  teachers  who 
taught  me  in  my  four  years  at  Latin  School  and  to  others 
who  have  taught  with  me  in  the  33  years  in  which  I  have 
been  working  here. 

Dr.  William  Marnell,  my  homeroom  teacher  in  IVB,  my 
first  year  Greek  teacher  and  my  teacher  in  Latin  III,  was 
a  brilliant  man,  a  great  scholar  with  a  Ph.D  from  Harvard 
in  English, L a  writer  of  great  skill,  and  renown  antf,  more 
importantly  to  me,  such  a  great  human  being  that  he,  more 
than  anyone  else  or  anything  else,  was  the  inspiration 
for  my  becoming  a  teacher.  Mr  Edward  O'Callahan,  my 
teacher  in  Greek  II,  was  a  consummate  professional,  the 

hardest  working  teacher  whom  I  have  ever  known.  He 

taught  me  Greek  grammar  so  well  that  at  a  time  in  my  life 
when  I  often  can 't  remember  where  I  left  my  keys  or  my 
Greek  book  I  cannot,  as  much  as  I  may  try,  forget  the 

principal  parts  of  ijocnu  There  were  other  great  and  good 
men,  like  Mr.  Joseph  Hopkinson  and  Mr.  David  Miller,  who 
preceded  me  as  heads  of  the  Latin  Department,  Mr.  James 
Locke,  who  taught  Greek  to  Mr.  Page,  and  who  was  a 
scholar  and  a  gentleman  in  the  true  sense  of  that  rather 
trite  expression,  and  Mr.  Peter  Dolan,  an  outstanding 

Latin  teacher  who  has  never  had  a  story  told  about  him 

because  he  was  never  anything  but  kind,  decent  and  caring 
to  each  of  his  students. 

In  this  brief  catalog  of  teachers,  because  of  the 

exigencies  of  time,  and  the  nature  of  my  experience,  I 

have  restricted  myself  to  mentioning  members  of  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Department,  and  those  of  the  past,  in 
particular,  so  as  not  to  offend  any  in  the  present  by 

their  omission  from  such  a  list.  And,  yet,  I  would 
suggest  to  you  students  that  there  are  at  least  as  many 
quality  and  caring  teachers  now  as  there  ever  have  been 
and  that  you  should  be  grateful  to  such  teachers  for  the 
hours  of  preparation  they  do  for  your  classes,  the  hours 
they  spend  in  correcting  your  examinations,  writing  your 
recommendations,  and  guiding  your  extra-curricular 
activities  and,  above  all,  their  sharing  with  you  their 
knowledge  of  literature  and  of  life. 

In  your  study  of  language  and  science  I  am  sure  that 
you  have  discovered  that  no  subject  would  contain  any 
challenge  or  provide  any  enjoyment  if  it  were  not  for 
exceptions  to  the  rule.  How  dull  and  overly-easy  Greek 
would  be,  for  example,  without  2nd  Aorist  sheets  and  -mi 
verbs.  And  so  I  will  make  an  exception  to  my  previously 
stated  rule  and  single  out  one  of  your  present-day 
teachers  for  public  acclaim  because,  to  me,  he  is  one  who 
fully  understands  and  appreciates  the  traditions  of  the 
old  Latin  School  and  who,  at  the  same  time,  typifies  what 
is  best  in  our  school  as  it  exists  today. 

When  I  am  asked,  as  often  happens  these  days,  to 
describe  how  Latin  School  has  changed  most  significantly 
in  the  time  I  have  been  associated  with  it,  an  important 
part  of  my  answer  is  that  the  Math  Department  is 


essentially  better  than  it  has  ever  been.  The  outstanding 
record  its  students  have  compiled  in  National 
examinations,  and  the  honors  they  have  brought  to  the 
school  in  regional  competitions  are  due  in  great  part  to 
the  leadership,  teaching  skills,  human  qualities  and  the 
devotion  of  Mr.  William  Durante,  a  graduate  of  this 
school  and  the  Head  of  the  Math  Department  for  the  past 
18  years.  As  respected  and  as  loved  as  he  has  been  and 
is  by  all  of  his  students  and  his  colleagues,  Mr. 
Durante,  in  my  opinion,  has  never  received  the  proper 
public  recognition  due  to  him  as  the  great  teacher, 
administrator  and  the  man  that  he  is.  I  salute  him  this 
morning  as  an  outstanding  representative  of  so  many 
others  who  have  worked  quietly  and  so  very  effectively 
for  the  good  of  the  school  and  its  students.  Bill,  if 
only  you  had  three  free  periods  this  morning,  you  could 
be  up  here  instead  of  me. 

I  mention  Mr.  Durante  and  the  Math  Department  for 

another  reason  also,  as  just  one  example  of  the 
excellence  in  the  school  today  to  counteract  the  prophets 
of  doom  who,  as  long  as  I  have  been  here,  have  been 
predicting  the  decline  and  fall  of  the  Latin  School. 
Latin  School  has  obviously  changed  since  September  1940 

when  I  entered  into  class  IVB.  So  has  society  changed.  So 
has  the  world  changed.  But,  amidst  the  changes,  Latin 
School,  more  than  any  other  institution  I  know,  has 
retained  its  essential  values,  its  strong  commitment  to 

Liberal  Arts  education  and  its  openness  to  all  citizens 

of  Boston,  whatever  their  background.  In  the  '60s  we  were 
mocked  for  the  forcing  of  students  to  study  Latin  and 
offering  a  course  so  outmoded  and  impractical  as  Ancient 
Greek.  Today,  we  continually  receive  visiters  and  get 
inquiries  from  throughout  the  country  from  educators  who 
want  to  introduce  these  "outmoded"  subjects  into  their 
curriculum.  At  the  same  time,  our  own  curriculum,  while 
maintaining  its  essential  features,  has  been  broadened 
and  enrinched  in  all  areas,  and,  in  my  opinion,  so 
improved  that  those  of  you  who  study  as  you  should,  who 
take  advantage  of  all  that  is  available  to  you,  have  the 
opportunity  to  know  more  when  you  graduate  than  any 
students  of  the  past. 

And  now  at  last  to  the  heart  of  the  matter,  to  what 
has  been  the  real  strength  of  Latin  School  through  its 
history — to  you  the  students.  For  beyond  the 
administration,  the  teaching  staff  and  the  curriculum 
itself,  it  is  the  student  body  which  has  set  Latin  School 
apart  from  and  above  all  other  schools. 

Boston's  best  and  brightest  have  always  come  to  Latin 
School  to  prepare  for  college.  And,  in  most  cases,  they 
have  been  first  in  their  family  to  be  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  attend  college,  or  even  high  school.  For 
that  reason,  not  only  have  they  taken  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  to  get  a  a  Latin  School  education,  but  they 
have  developed  a  great  sense  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to 
the  school  which  provided  the  opportunity. 

Those  of  you  being  honored  today  by  induction  into  the 
Honor  Society,  and  those  of  you  in  the  audience 
previously  inducted,  are  most  worthy  representatives  of 
that  tradition.  Comparisons  are  difficult,  if  not  odious^, 
but  I  feel  strongly  that  this  year's  senior  class  has  as 
many,  if  not  more,  quality  students  than  any  in  my 
memory,  and  that  quality  is  attested  to  by  objective 
standards  such  as  our  sixteen  Mational  Merit  semi¬ 
finalist,  and  the  sixty-nine  students  who  received  either 
four  or  five  in  last  year's  A.P.  Latin  Exam,  a  record 
that  has  never  been  approached  by  any  other  class  here  at 
Latin  School,  or  anywhere  else,  for  that  matter. 

In  writing  college  recommendations  and  in 
conversations  with  admissions  people  and  others  at 
various  universities,  I  have  stressed  that  the  students 
ranked  from  70-80  in  this  class  are  the  equal  of  those  in 
the  top  ten  or  twenty  in  many  other  years,  and  for  a 
combination  of  academic  achievement,  significant 
activities  and  service  to  the  school,  the  top  students 
today  are  at  least  the  equal  of  any  of  their 
predecessors. 

For  many  years  in  opening-day  assemblies  Headmasters 
were  wont  to  ask  the  students  of  Class  VI  and  IVB  to  look 
around  and  realize  that  3  out  of  4,  or  5  out  of  6  of 
those  in  the  hall  would  not  graduate  (the  figures  varied 
according  to  the  accepted  student  mortality  rate  of  that 
decade) . 

I  ask  you  to  look  to  yourself  and  be  proud  that  you 
have  made  it,  or  are  very  close  to  making  it,.  And  then 
to  look  around  and  see  the  utterly  remarkable  racial, 
ethnic  and  social  diversity  of  this  student  body  and 
rejoice  in  it.  This  is  truly  what  makes  Latin  School  so 
special,  such  an  interesting  place  to  teach  and  to 
study.  This  is  truly  the  American  Dream  of  our  Founding 
Fathers  and  of  more  recent  political,  religious  and 
social  leaders  such  as  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King.  And  at  a 
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level  more  personal  and  meaningful  for  us,  the  Latin 
School  experience  teaches  that  personal  qualities  and 
characteristics  cut  across  and  through  all  social, 
ethnic,  racial  and  religious  differences. 


What  a  great  discovery  it  is  that  kids  from  a  3-decker 
in  Dorchester  and  a  town  house  in  the  South  End  can  share 
the  same  feelings  about  literature,  music  and  art  and 
that  athletes  from  Charlestown,  Southie  and  Roxbury  can 

unite  in  a  team  effort  and  not  only  play  together,  but 
laugh  with  one  another  and  at  one  another  as  only  true 
friends  can.  What  a  remarkable  thing  it  is  that  blacks 

and  whites,  Hispanics  and  Orientals  can  be  together  in 
this  city  and  treat  each  other  with  mutual  respect  and 

affection  as  they  do  at  Latin  School.  You  are  truly 

blessed  to  be  attending  such  an  institution. 

But  with  privilege  comes  responsibility.  And  at  the 
risk  of  descending  from  the  lofty  atmosphere  of  my 

previous  remarks  and  sounding  like  the  aforementioned 
assistant  floormaster,  I  would  suggest  that  great 
institutions  can  decline  and  that  other  schools  that  were 
once  excellent  in  this  system  have  declined.  Therefore, 
I  call  upon  you  juniors  and  seniors  as  the  elders  of  this 
school  to  forestall  any  decline  by  conducting  yourselves 
in  a  way  that  is  a  model  for  the  younger  students,  in 

simple  things  like  obeying  the  rules  of  the  school,  by 
getting  to  class  on  time,  by  respecting  the  rights  of 
others  to  learn  in  a  peaceful  atmosphere,  by  acting  in  a 
decorus  and  courteous  way  in  the  corridors  as  well  as  in 
the  classroom.  Minor  points  maybe,  but  things  that  set 
the  tone  for  a  school  and  which  are  a  sign  of  a  student 
body  that  has  respect  for  its  school  and  for  itself.  Be 
a  model,  too,  for  the  younger  students  by  working  to  the 
best  of  your  ability  and  inspiring  them  to  take  advantage 
of  the  limitless  opportunities  available  to  them  in  this 
school,  in  the  classroom  and  in  extra-curricular 

activities.  And,  most  importantly,  convince  them  that 
they  must  be  ready  and  willing  to  work  to  the  best  of 

their  ability  if  they  are  to  achieve  success  in  this 
school  and  life. 

Consider,  please,  and  ask  them  to  consider  that 

whatever  their  backgrounds — they  all  have  family  members 
or  ancestors  who  never  had  the  opportunity  afforded  to 
you  and  to  them.  Until  a  hundred  years  ago  only  a  tiny 
portion  of  the  world's  population  was  given  the 

opportunity  to  learn  to  read  and  write,  never  mind  that 
of  being  exposed  to  the  glories  of  great  literature  and 
the  wonders  of  science.  Education  then  truly  was 

elitest.  Think  of  all  the  women,  all  the  slaves,  all 

those  persecuted  for  religious  reasons,  and  suffering  the 
indignities  of  class  distinction,  who  were  blessed  with 
intelligence  and  a  longing  for  learning  which  they  could 
*»ever  actualize.  Inspire  yourselves  and  those  who  come 


signed  it  have  not  yet 
seen  their  guidance  coun¬ 
selor  and  will  not  until 
the  elective  sheets  are 
issued.  The  other  15%  al¬ 
lowed  that  they  have  seen 
their  counselors  only  once 
or  twice.  One  student  even 
wrote,  "I  have  a  guidance 
counselor?  It  was  a 
joke,  but  it  expresses  the 
way  many  feel.  As  for  the 
homeroom  teachers,  some 
students  question  whether 
they  are  ready  to  take 
them  on  as  seniors.  Stu¬ 
dents  would  feel  more  com¬ 
fortable  with  a  homeroom 
teacher  more  experienced 
with  what  seniors  go 
through,  such  as  college 
applications  and  tran¬ 
scripts.  Can  the  junior 
homeroom  teachers  handle 
all  that  will  be  expected 
of  them? 

Although  many  students 
complain  that  they  would 
rather  not  be  kept  in 
alphabetical  homerooms, 
they  agree  that  what 
really  stings  is  the  loss 
of  the  senior  hallway.  In 
the  poll,  an  alternate 
plan  was  brought  up.  The 
juniors  would  remain  in 
the  same  order  with  the 
same  homeroom  teachers,

but  they  would  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  senior 
side.  All  the  student 
polled  agree  that  this  is 
an  excellent  idea.  If 
they  had  to  stay  in  the 
same  order  for  two  years, 
the  juniors  would  at 
least  like  to  be  in  the 
senior  hallway.  The  jun¬ 
iors  question  whether 
being  moved  to  the  other 
side  would  make  such  a 
difference  to  the  guidance 
counselors  and  homeroom 
teachers? 

Of  all  the  things  that 
bother  the  juniors,  fore¬ 
most  is  the  fact  that  they 
were  not  involved  in  the 
decision-making  process. 
One  student  wrote,  "This 
is  a  democratic  country, 
and  naturally  it  angered 
us  that  the  administration 
hadn't  bothered  to  involve 
us."  Other  students  wrote 
that  is  a  great  disap¬ 
pointment  to  them.  The 
juniors  feel  that  if  the 

entire  junior  class  could- 
not  be  involved  in  the 
decision-making  process, 
at  least  the  junior  repre- 
sentitaves  of  the  student 
council  should  have  been. 
Isn't  that  what  the 
student  council  is  for? 


after  you  with  the  remembrance  of  the  educational 
deprivations  of  these  people  of  the  not-so-distant  past. 

Finally,  let  me  play  the  role  of  the  good  homeroom 
teacher  and  offer  you  some  words  of  would-be-wisdom.  To 
the  seniors  worried  about  college  admissions,  be  aware 
that  the  world  is  not  always  just,  that  college 

admissions  people  do  not  always  display  the  wisdom  of 
Solomon,  but  that  whatever  school  you  attend  you  can 
learn  as  much  as  you  desire  to  learn,  and  achieve  as  much 
in  life  as  you  will  to  achieve. 

To  those  of  you  who  were  disappointed  in  not  being 
accepted  into  the  Honor  Society  and  those  who  never  had  a 
hope  of  being  accepted,  realize  that  life  goes  on  and 
that  your  worth  as  a  person  and  even  your  intelligence 
cannot  always  be  measured  by  outward  signs  such  as  SAT's 
or  class  rank.  If  you  have  had  a  bad  academic  experience 
at  Latin  School,  remember  that  so  have  thousands  of 
intelligent  and  successful  people  before  you.  Make  up 
your  minds  now  that  you  will  achieve  more  in  college. 
Rise  above  the  cynicism,  negative  attitudes  and 
destructive  forces  which  permeate  such  a  grest  part  of 
today's  society.  Have  respect  for  life  and  for 
yourselves. 

To  the  inductees,  their  parents  and  their  teachers  I 
extend  my  heartfelt  congratulations  for  your 
achievement.  But  you,  too,  must  remember  when  you  go  on 
to  college  that  it  is  a  place  not  for  silly  socializing 
and  idle  frivolity,  but  another  place  of  opportunity — 
opportunity  to  develop  your  intellect,  to  enrich  your 
spirit  and  to  become  prepared  to  contribute  something 
worthwhile  to  society. 

And  now  for  one  personal  note.  This  is  my  33rd  year 
of  teaching  at  Latin  School.  According  to  what  I  have 
read  in  educational  journals  and  in  a  certain  Student 
Council  newspaper,  I  should  be  burnt  out  or  washed  up  by 
now.  Whether  I  am  or  not  is  not  for  me  to  judge.  What  I 
do  know  clearly  and  feel  very  strongly  is  that  I  have 
never  enjoyed  teaching  as  much  as  I  have  this  year,  and 
that  there  are  no  students  whom  I  admire  more,  and  for 
whom  I  have  a  greater  affection  than  the  students  I  am 
teaching  now.  So,  to  you  my  present-day  students,  as 
representatives  of  the  thousands  I  have  taught 
previously,  I  give  my  thanks  for  the  joy  you  have  given 
me,  for  keeping  me  young  in  spirit,  and  above  all  for 
being  such  wonderfully  teachable,  interesting  and  lovable 
young  people.  It  is  you,  plural,  who  make  Boston  Latin 
the  singular  school  that  it  always  has  been  and  continues 
to  be. 


The  juniors  still  hope 
that  the  plan  will  be 
considered.  Tradition  real¬ 
ly  does  matter  at  BLS. 
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
